A Tragic Disease But 
Tetanus Preventable 
Tetanus, the deadly "lock- 
jaw,” has killed six and caus- 
ed serious illness to twenty per- 
sons in the first ten months of 
this year, the Florida State 
Board of Health reports. 
Tetanus is caused by a germ 
which lives in the soil, and can 
enter any wound, at time of in- 
jury or later, according to Dr. 
James F. Molloy, Epidemiolo- 
gist with the Bureau of Prevent- 
able Diseases of the agency. 
‘Tetanus is a year ‘round pro- 
blem in Florida in contrast to 
its late summer appearance in 
most of the rest-of the nation. 
“Tetanus is one of our most 
tragic diseases, because it is so 
deadly, and yet is completely 
preventable,” said Dr. Molloy. 
“Tetanus immunization is one 
of the three protective shots 
given to most babies. But this 
protection diminishes with 
time, and a person should have 
booster shots at three to five 
year interval for the rest of 
his life. This applies to every- 
one, but especially to active out- 
door workers and sports and 
garden enthusiasts. Injuries 
from insect bites, fish hooks, and 
even splinters have been known 
to carry the tetanus spore into 
small wounds. No one is safe. 
But everyone can have complete 
protection simply by obtaining 
the tetanus shots from a physic- 
ian. We cannot urge this too 
strongly upon the people of 
Florida."

Well Controlled Diabetics 

Diabetes, which took 598 Flor- 
ida lives to become the state’s 
tenth leading cause of death in 
1959, is the subject of a review 
just published by the Florida 
State Board of Health. 

The disease had its greatest 
impact on nonwhite females, 
the report showed, with non- 
white males showing the lowest 
rate. Whites of both sexes were 
affected slightly more frequent- 
ly than the non-white males. 
Diabetes took its greatest toll 
of the elderly, with “89 percent 
of the deaths from this cause af- 
fecting persons 55 years or old- 
er,” the report showed. 

In the past ten years the death 
rate from diabetes has been 
trending slightly downward in 
the state, but has remained well 
below the national average for 
that period, it was stated. 

Diabetes was described by of- 
ficials as a disease in which the 
pancreas “fails to produce 
enough insulin to control sugars 
and starches.” They called it 
a condition “with hereditary 
tendencies," and said the exact 


Have Fewer Complication 
cause of the pancreatic malfunc- 
tion is unknown. It is said to 
affect about two per cent of the 
population with approximately 
half of its victims being una- 
ware of their condition. 

Dr. James E. Fulghum, Acting 
Director of the Division of 
Chronic Diseases, said "In most 
cases, diabetes can be controlled 


by proper treatment. This is y 


most effective, however, if the 
disease is diagnosed early. We 
urge everyone beyond the age 
of forty to have blood sugar 
determinations every year. This 
is particularly important for re- 
latives of known diabetics be- 
cause of the higher incidence 
of the disease among them." 

The report concluded: "It is 
the consensus of the leading 
medical authorities in the treat- 
ment of diabetes that well con- 
trolled diabetics will have fewer 
complications such as gangrene 
and diabetic coma, and the late 
manifestations such as crippling, 
blindness, and hardening of the 
art will be postponed for 
many years.”

It Is Unlawful For Any Person Or Persons 
To Engage in Business Under A Business 
Name Unless The Name Is Registered 


The law reads as follows: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name-as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk-of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit sign- 
ed by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the in- 
terest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business 
is carried on. Said registration may not be made until the per- 
son or persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious 
name shall have advertised his or their intention to register said 
fictitious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.” 


As interpreted by attorneys, a person may engage in business 
under his own name, (such as JOHN JONES), but if he uses any 
business name, (even such as JOHN JONES’ FISH MARKET) 
he is required to register the name with the clerk of the circuit 
courtanrhis county, and to advertise the name and ownership of 
his business. :

Virginia's Letter 
On September 21, 1897 a simple question 
asked by an eight-year-old North Chatham, New 
York girl sparked one of the most famous edi- 
torials ever written. 
Virginia O'Hanlon wrote a letter to the New 
York Sun which said. 


“Dear Editor: Some of my little friends say 
there is no Santa Claus. Papa says, "If you see 
it in the Sun it's so." Please tell me the truth, is 
there a Santa Claus?" 


The answer to Virginia written by Francis 
Pharcellus Church has become the nation's most 
re-printed editorial Now 70 year old with a 
daughter and seven grandchildren, Dr. Laura 
Virginia O'Hanlon Douglas has forgotten the 
answer to her letter. 


Virginia and thousands of other children 
never have and never will lose faith in the words 
that Francis Church wrote: 


Virginia, your little friends are wrong. They 
have been affected by the skepticism of a skep- 
tical age. They do not believe except they see. 
They think that nothing can be which is not com- 
prehensible by their little minds. 


All minds, Virginia, whether they be men's 
or children's are little. In this great universe of 
ours man is a mere insect, an ant, in his intellect, 
as compared with the boundless world about him, 
as measured by the intelligence capable of grasp- 
ing the whole of truth and kos lodge: 


Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. He 
exists as certainly as love and generosity and de- 
votion exist, and you know that they abound 
and give to your life its highest beauty and joy. 
Alas! how deary would be the world if there were 
no Santa Claus! It would be as deary as if there 
were no Virginias. There would be no child-like 
faith then, no poetry, no romance to make toler- 
able this existence. 


We should have no enjoyment, except in sense 
and sight. The eternal light with which childhood 
fills the world would be extinguished. 


Not believe in Santa Claus! You might as 
well not believe in fairies! You might get your 
papa to hire men to watch in all the chimneys on 
Christmas Eve to catch Santa Claus, but, even if 
they did not see Santa Claus coming down, what 
would that prove? Nobody sees Santa Claus, but 
that is no sign there is no Santa Claus. 


The most real things in the world are those 
that neither children nor men can see. Did you 
ever see fairies dancing on the lawn? Of course 
not, but that’s no proof that they are not there. 
Nobody can conceive or imagine all the won- 
ders there are unseen and unseeable in the world. 


You tear apart the’ baby’s rattle and see 
what makes the noise inside, but there is a veil 
covering the unseen world which not the strong- 
est man, nor even the united strength of all the 
strongest men that ever lived, could tear apart. 


Only faith, fancy, poetry, love, romance, can 
push aside that curtain and view and picture 
the supernal beauty and glory beyond. Is it all 
real? Virginia, in all this world, there is nothing 
else real and abiding. 

No Santa Claus! Thank God; he lives, and he 
lives forever. A thousand years from now, Vir- 
ginia, nay, ten times ten thousand years from now 
he Wi continue to make glad the heart of child- 
hood.
